stomach. Reports from Hankow 
state that the bandit chief, Lieu 
Kwonlin, shot Father Pu and 
escaped into the mountains. The 
foreign press here is wrought up 
over the affair. The Times, a Brit- 
ish paper, this morning says: “The 
dastardly murder of Father Pu 
by bandits after holding him 
prisoner for nearly four months 
throws a lurid light on the chaotic 
conditions in China today, and re- 
veals in startling fashion the low- 
water mark of foreign prestige in 
the land. The case of Father Me- 
lotto is in no #ense an isolated in- 
stance, but is rt of @ sorry rec- 
ord of bDrigandage in Cina, with 
an almost unréelieved background 
of rapine and lawlessness.” 

The newspapers refer to this as 
a culmination of incidents such as 
the Lincheng outrage, when a train 
was wrecked and foreigners car- 
ried to the mountains, and they 
also refer feelingly to the murder 
of two British missionaries.

RUSSIAN REFUGEES OCOMING 
OTTAWA.—Sixty Russion ref- 
ugees who sought asylum in Con- 
stantinople on acconut of their 
opposition to the Bolsheviki rule, 
and were forced to leave that city 
after the Turk occupation, left 
Cherbourg, France, for Canada 
where they will live in future. 
Over 3000 of these people were 
compelled to leave Constantinople. 
The Russian Refugee Relief As- 
sociation, of New York, interested 
the Canadian immigration Depart- 
ment in their plight and asked 
that a number of them be admit- 
ted to this country. ‘The depart- 
ment sent an agent from Antwerp 
to decide whether they would 
make satisfactory itmmigrants, and 
this official reported that they 
were a very fine class of people. 

Upon receiving this report, the 
department prepared to admit 
1000 of the refugees on the un- 
derstanding that the American 
Association defray the expenses of 
their passage. There were no.

REFUGEES FROM 
YOKOHAMA LAND 


Graphic Stories Are Told of 
Japanese Horrors 


Bodies Fill Vast Fissures 
Along Roadside 


Korean Looters Slay All 
Who Resist Them 


(RY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
Touching scenes were enacted 
when the steamer Empress of 
Canada carrying approximately 
400 refugees from Japan, docked 
here today. Most of the refugees 
were residents of Yokohama. They 
brought no baggage. 

The Bund was choked with the 
vast crowd that gathered to 
search for friends and relatives 
among the passengers. The cus- 
toms examination of the refugees 
was waived and their landing was 
uneventful. 

There were many women among 
the refugees, but no weeping. 
There was an occasional hyster- 
ical laugh. For the most part the 
throng of refugees were silent, 
walting tor the conveyances pro- 
vided by relief organizations to 
carry them to emergency accom- 
modations previously arranged for 
them at hotels and private homes. 
The steamer Hsing Ming sailed 
today for Japan with an interna- 
tional relief party including four 
American doctors, three Chinese 
doctors and thirty-two nurses. 


CARRIES SUPPLIES 
The ship, which sailed just be- 
fore the arrival of the Empress of 
Canada, carried thousands of dol- 
lars worth of supplies to the 
earthquake sufferers. Its depar- 
ture was cheered tumultuously by 
a large crowd at the docks. 

All the refugees relate harrow- 
ing experiences in the quake. The 
moet graphic of the tales are those 
told by Miss Esther Robertson, 
Shangha! stenographer: Miss Billy 
Coutts and Mrs. William McBain. 
Mrs. McBain is prominent in the 
Orient and wealthy. Miss Coutts 
is one of the most widely-known 
horsewomen in China. 

Miss Robertson said she 
sitting in her room at a hotel in 
Kamakura knitting when the 
building suddenly started to vi- 
brate. Her chair was upset and 
she was thrown te the floor. 

“I scrambled hastily to my feet,” 
Miss Robertson sald, “and rushed 
outside. The ground shook with 
great violence and I was forced 
frequently to seize the trunk of 
a tree to avoid being thrown 
down. My uppermost thought was 
to remain in the open to escape 
being crushed by falling bulidings. 

“I spent the first night in the 
woods and started the following 
morning to walk in the direction 
of Yokohama, eighteen miles 
away. I was scantily dressed and 
my feet were covered only with 
thin slippers. My feet were 
bleeding, but I! realized the im.- 
possibility of remaining in a coun- 
try that was the scene of death 
and desolation. 

“All houses that I saw were flat- 
tened and the bodies of men, wom- 
en and children were strewn ev- 
erywhere along the roadway. 
Bodies filled fissures along 
way. Some of the fissures were 
five fet wide and ten feet deep. 


REACHES SEASHORE 
“I finally reached the seashore 
and beckoned to a fisherman who 
laced me in his boat and rowed 
| four hours, eventually putting me 


down at a small village which was 
destitute of human beings, except 
the dead. There was no sign of 
life except for prowling dogs. 
spent the night in a smal) thatched 
hut and drank water from a well 
with fear and trembling. 

“When I resumed my journey I 
saw Japanese country-folk grop- 
ing in the ruins of their homes 
and carrying their wounded in 
their arms as if they could love 
them back to strength and health. 
| found roads torn up and rail- 
road lines bent and twisted. 

“I reached Yokohama late Mon- 
day, having traveled since Satur- 
day noon. The whole place was 
desolate and in ruins. I scram- 
bled over the debris and the bodies 
of the dead. I was sickened by 
the moans of the injured whom I 
was unable to help. At tast 
reached the water front and was 
taken in a fainting condition 
aboard a sampan, which conveyed 
me to the steamer Empress of 
Australia, where I fourd tempo- 
rary refuge and food.” 

Miss Robertson's home formerly 
was in London. She says she has 
no relatives. 

The stories told by Miss Coutts 
and Mrs. McBain are similar in 
many respects to that told by Miss 
Robertson. They were stopping 
at Deushi, a summer resort, five 
miles from Kamakura. They were 
{both itn their rooms in negligee 
when the quake occurred. They 
rushed outside with their servants. 
Mrs. McBain was caring for her 
niece, Jean Curry. 17 months of 
age. They all started to walk to 
Yokohama. going two days with- 
out food and with little water. 

The party, Mrs. McBain said, 
finally reached a small village, 
where they obtained jinrikishas, 
but these were of little use, ag the 
roadway was filled with huge fis- 
sures. 

“We passed scores of bodies,” 
Mrs. McBain said, “and in one 
place we saw  silighity burned 
street car with all the occupants 
sitting dead in their natural atti- 
tudes. They had been electrocuted. 
Some had smiles on their faces and 
one woman held a coin in her out- 
stretched hand. She apparently 
was killed while tendering her fare 
to the conductor. 


KOREAN LOOTERS BUSY 

“In one village we found all the 
Japanese terrorized with fear. Ko- 
rean looters were stealing every- 
thing in sight and killing those who 
resisted them, with large knives at- 
tached to the end of bamboo poles. 
We saw many victims of these 
murderers lying along the road 
with their heads chopped off. 

“The house in which we stopped 
for a time at this village was en- 
tered by these Korean maurauders, 
who held their huge weapons over 
our heads.

put into operation. 
. According to Lewis Degan, tin- 
stalling engineer, the system is as 
near mechanically perfect as any 
could possibly be. BWven ff thére 
were a’ break in the circuit of 
160 bexes, it would be possible to 
turn in an alarm. All of the city 
schools have been connected with 
the apparatus, making it possible 
to give the fire signal without 
leaving the building. 

The central! station is equipped 
with the most modern receiving 
and registering electrical apparatus 
known. The alarms may be re- 
ceived by operators or by auto- 
matic means. The fire alarm boxes 
are #0 equipped that firemen can 
telephone orders to the various 
engine houses without interfering 
with any alarm that may come 
through. 

Pasadena Fire Department has 
just been awarded the cup for 
having the lowest fire loss per cap- 
ita of any city in the Western 
States. It Is the desire of Chief 
Ernest F. Coop to retain that 
honor and he is making every ef- 
fort to out down the existing loss 
to the lowest ovsible extent. 
Thousands of dollars are spent 
yearly in Pasadena for fire pre- 
vention.

Jess Willard 
was a ble man who had little else 
to recommend him besides his tre- 
mendous stature, but one thing 
about Willard that helped him 
uvoid being knocked out until he 
ran foul of Jack Dempsey at Tole- 
do, was the fact that he always 
carried his guard high. Conse- 
quently he was hard to reach, that 
is his jaw was hard to reach. On 
the other hand, Firpo carries his 
arms dangling by his sides most 
of the time, which makes him a 
target for right and left swings on 
the jaw. 

I told Luis that I thought his 
footwork was much better than 
it was when I saw him box Jack 
McAuliffe at the Yankee Stadium 
in May. He was pleased to hear 
it. I also told him that he made 
a big mistake when he got close 
to the ropes by leaning back in- 
stead of bending forward. He 
asked me to show him what he 
should do and I showed him. 

That is a wonderful thing about 
him—his willingness to learn. In 
a year’s time, with the determina- 
tion he has, he will undoubtedly 
learn how to box and a lot of 
tricks of the game that he ts ignor- 
ant of now.

Men will 
stand by the hour and watch work- 
men cut a street down, and will 
follow each movement every time 
the large steam shovel digs in until 
it empties ite load on the waiting 
truck, There is a great deal of 
skill required in the handling of 
one of these machines; that is 
what interests the looker-on. , 

Take a large building like the 
new hotel just being completed. 
One not familiar with that line of 
work gives very little thought to 
the details connected with such a 
building. First, the surveyor; then 
the architect; the ironworks where 
the girders a4re made; the mill and 
lumber yards where all the wood- 
work is turned out; the brickyardas, 
cement Works, glass fer the win- 
dows, plaster, decorating, etc. Each 
in its turn is all worked out to the 
minutest detail Every piece is 
m ured and fitted for so much 
spate. The color and lighting ef- 
fects are all studied by experts. 

It would take several? days to go 
through all] of the detailg and plans 
of a building of that size and have 
it fully explained. Yet there would 
be one basic principle to be car- 
ried out, and if it was overlooked 
the building in all its grandeur and 
magnitude would be an absolute 
failure. 

That principle is the right kind 
of material; proper quantity in the 
right place under the proper con- 
ditions. 

The cement work for the founda- 
tion must have the correct amount 
of cementin the right proportion to, 
the amount of water and sand 
used, or the foundation would not 
hold the weight of the building. 
The girders are made in size and 
strength according to the size and 
height of the building.

The-depreciation has been great, but they 
are worth still something like $7,000,000,000, 
provided German industry is restored. Un- 
less the country is prosperous the railways 
would not pay the cost of operation and, for 
that reason, would be worth only a physical 
property valuation. 

European reconstruction was delayed by 
the French entry into the Ruhr. But it 
is possible that this was the practical way 
of bringing the Germans to terms. Ex-Presi- 
dent Taft said during the war that the only 
way to convince the Germans they were 
wrong Was to beat them over the head. 
That is the policy the French pursued. 

| It is axiomatic that when things are at 
their worst they are already beginning to 
mend. Perhaps this applied to Europe at 
the present time. One question still on the 
doubtful list is whether the French gov- 
ernment and people will be able to bring 
the franc back to par. Its exchange value 
is now less than one-third that of 1913.

Jt is estimated that the ranchers 
and fruit growers of California have claims 
against the railways for more than $14,- 
000,000 each season because of the inability 
to properly handle or refrigerate their per- 
ishable crops. 
Likewise at peak moments of production 
it is impossible to obtain cars enough to 
meet the situation. The California grape, 
melon and citrus crops almost wreck the 
entire shipping machinery of the nation 
with their hurried demands. At certain 
times the whole country is combed for cars 
to meet the occasion and other lines of in- 
dustry and other sections of America must 
suffer in consequence. 
Last year the railroads handled 167,867 
ears of our California perishables and had 
the time of their lives in the doing. With 
increased acreage and natural expansion 
the situation grows steadily worse. Ac- 
cording to the State Department of Agricul- 
ture the grape movement from the State

| Employment Agency Fee Bill be-

& garage but did not definitely ac- 
cept, stating that she wanted to 
try the position for a few. days, to 
see whether is was satisfactory. The 
Position proved to be in a large, 
cold and rather damp garage. 

The girl stated that the agency 
representatives had made a verbal 
agreement with her that she could 
accept the position on a temporary 
basis. When they gave hef an 
agreement to sigt. she did not 
question their statements and 
signed without giving heed to the 
context of the agreement. 


NO LEGAL REDRESS 

After two days she returned to 
the agency and notified them that 
she could not retain the position, 
offering to pay $5 for the trouble 
the agency was put to. But the 
agreemeMt was produced, showing 
that she was to pay one-third Lot 
hér first month's salary. This 
agreement, she learned, was 
drawn up as a promissory note and 
was for $41.33.

Whether the phenomenon ‘that 
occurred early yesterday was 
caused by the approaching eclipse 
is not known.

PASSES

Le Mesnager was enlisted in the 
famous 106th Infantry of: the 
French army, a regiment that 
Gen. Petain afterward commended 
as the bravest in the French ar- 
my. 

The names of the battles’ in 
which this veteran took part in- 
clude some of the most hotly con- 
tested of the Great War. At Ver- 
dun in the tunnel near Vaux he 
was one of the 6000 men who for 
eight days held at bay 60,000 
Germans, thus ending the dream 
of the Teuton war lords that they 
would be in Paris for Christmas 
dinner that year. He was also in 
the battle of Calonne, the battle 
of St. Hilaire, with the French 
relief that saved the day at Per- 
enne and on the Somme, while 
Bouche <Avesne, Maurepas, 5t. 
Quentin and Chemin des Dames 
were other fields on which this 
indefatigable fighter saw service. 


WOUNDED AT FRONT 

Lieut. Le Mesnager, then a color 
sergeant, returned to the United 
States on furlough In 1916, syffer- 
ing from wounds received on the 
battle front. It was through the 
French Embassy at Washington 
that he was recommended for pro- 
motion and he again sailed for 
France in 1917 with the ,rank of 
lieutenant. On his return to the 
front, Lieut. Le Mesnager was as- 
signed to the headquarters of Gen. 
Pershing as liaison officer for the 
French army, a post which he filled 
during the remainder of the war. 

After the armistice, Lieut. Le 
Mesnager again returned to his 
vineyard at Glendale and it was 
through the French Consul here 
that he was given the medal of the 
Legion of Honor for bravery on the 
battlefield. He also had been dec- 
orated with the Croix de Guerre on 
two other occasions during the 


war. 
HEALTH FAILS 
Lieut. Le Mesnager began to fall 
in health in 1921 when he suffered 
a stroke of apoplexy. In 1922 he 
had a second stroke which left him 
partially paralyzed... Last year he 
was taken to France by his wife 
in the hope that he would recover. 
Time and battle, however, had left 
their indelible mark on him, and he 
surrendered to death, his first and 


last conqueror. 

Lieut. Le Mesnager is survived 
by his widow, a son, Louis Le 
Mesnager of Glendale, and two 


daughters, Anne and Louise, the 
latter of whom was recently mar- 
ried in Chicago. Mrs. Le Mesnager 
and her daughter, Anne, were at 
the bedside of the stricken warrior 
when death came and are now 
stopping in Brittany. It has not 
been learned whether the body of 
Lieut. Le Mesnager will be re- 
turned here for burial or whether 
it will be interred in the soil of his 
native France.

FOR SAFE BRAKES 


Fifty Citles in Campaign Against 
Defective Motor Cars 


More than fifty cities have inau- 
gurated campaigns, it was an- 
nounced recently by the National 
Safety Council, to prevent motor- 
ists operating cars with defective 
Drakes, to correct faulty steering 
gear, headlight and other imper- 
fect equipment which constitute 
a menace to the publie. 


istrarse of motor vehicles, safety 
councils and police authorities 
from coast to coast show more 
than 8,000,000 motor cars and 
trucks are being operated with de-- 
fective brakes. 

In an effort to teach motorists 
the importance of brake inspec- 
tion the National Safety Council 
has ed a revised set of safety 
rules for drivers, who are given 
advice on how brakes should be 
used, tested and adjusted. Lectur- 
ers represen various safety 
councils are delivering addresses 
on the subject of brakes and brak- 
ing before meetings of motorists, 
service station and garage men. 

More than 1,000,000 pieces of 
literature, calling attention of mo- 
torists and pedestrians alike to the 
need of caution in driving and 
walking, to rules of the road, are 
now being circulated by various 
associations. : 

A survey just made by a special! 
research enginner for the National 
Safety Council shows the failure of 
most States to exercise any direct 
supervision over operators of mo- 
tor vehicles, or even to make any 
effort to determine the fitness of 
persons driving cars. Failure to 
induce motorists to have their ma- 
chines looked over to ascertain if 
the brakes are in good condition is 
considered one of the chief causes 
of the motor accident problem.— 
{New York Tribune. 


DIVORCES IN FRANCE 
In 1913 There Were 19,000; in 
1920 Number Was 35,000 


Aside from the fact that statis- 
tics just published by the French 
Minister of Justice show that the 


number of petitions for divorce 
for the whole of France rose from 
19,000 in 1913 to 356,000 in 1920—~ 
the highest total record—other 
figures are equally interesting. 

In Paris the statistics for 1922 
show that 5200 decrees were 
granted, equivalent to one divorce 
for every seven marriages. The 
great divorce centers are Paris 
and Lyons, with Paris leading and 
Lyons having double the number 
of divorces granted in Marseilles. 
The smallest number was granted 
in the Department of Laozere, 
where there was only one divorce 
te 65,000 inhabitant. 

Families in France number 11,- 
600,000, of which 1,600,000 are 
childless. The latter have yearly 
8000 divorces to their credit, while 
the 10,000,000 families with chil- 
dren have 12,000. Another inter- 
esting fact was that only 25 per 
cent of the decress granted in

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THE SECRET QUESTION 
Joseph I. Keefer, historian, of 
607 Louisiana avenue, takes issue 
with the statenrents of E. M. Samp- 
gon, who, in a dispatch to the Star 
from Moline, Ill, declared that he 
alone knows where the body of 
John Wilkes Booth, the asesasin 
of Abraham Lincoln, is buried. 
Mr. Sampson, who says he, with’ 
Gen. Lafayette Baker, deceased, 
buried the murderer of the Presi- 
dent, is quoted as saying: “For 
fity-eight years that secret has 
been buried in my breast. I took 
a solemn oath never to tell. I will 
die still keeping the oath.” 

Mr. Keefer, however, has a dif- 
ferent story to tell. He states that 
Booth was buried under a cell in 
the old Seventh-street Arsenal, 
where the War College now stands, 
and that the stones in the cell 
were taken up to make a grave for 


him. 

Later, Mr. Keefer relates, Edwin 
Booth, the actor, communicated 
with President Andrew Johnson 
and secured an executive order per- 
mitting him to have the body ex- 
humed and twnsferred to a ceme- 
tery in Baltimore... where it lies 


today. 
Mr. Keefer also states that 
Booth shot President Lincoln in 


the back of the neck, and that the 
man who killed Booth was able to 
lodge his bullet in the same place. 
At the time a physician removed 
that portion of the neck contain- 
ing the bullet hole, placed it In an 
alcoholic jar and for many years 
it was on exhibition at Ford’s The- 
ater, known as “Booth's neck.” 
Were the body of the assassin ex- 
amined today, Mr. Keefer states, 
it could be seen that two of the 
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
